This Settlement Agreement (Agreement) is made this _/]3 day of 
DEH Bs.

WHEREAS, pursuant to the Regional Rail Reorganization Act of 1973, as

NJ TRANSIT ACQUIRED PROPERTIES 
101. Conveyance

Subject to the reservation of rights set forth herein, Amtrak will 
convey by deed or deed of easement to NJ Transit those properties 
described in Section 106 and Article II including but not limited to 
buildings, facilities, platforms, parking lots and land as shown and 
described in Exhibit A and Exhibits E-l and E-2. 

Deeds in the form attached as Exhibit B conveying Amtrak's 
interest in the Acquired Properties will be quitclaim and will 
follow the general format and content of those deeds previously 
conveyed by Conrail to Amtrak, except that Amtrak will covenant 
against grantor's acts in that it has delivered the deeds without 
encumbrances (except encumbrances by virtue of the agreements 
described in Sections 101(cX2) and 103(c) and easements and licenses 
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guch as those granted to utility companies) and free of any liens. 
Because of the provisions of Section LO9(a)(1) of the 
December 9, 1976 second mortgage held by FRA, Amtrak asserts 
that FRA does not possess such a lien on the Acquired Properties 
as to impede their conveyance.

Amtrak reserves easements for continuous access to and through 
the Acquired Properties and for inspecting, maintaining, improving,

routine inspections, emergency repairs, and cleaning of platforms, 
buildings and grounds.

104. Revenues on A es - Transfer of Existi ments

With the exception of the reservations to Amtrak set forth above 


in Section 103(c), transverse and longitudinal wire and pipe 


occupancy net revenues shall be received according to the 
ownership of the fee involved.

(2) Acquired Properties Not Used by Amtrak 
Expenses related to maintaining Acquired Properties which are not 
used by Amtrak will be the responsibility of NJ Transit. 
(3) Solely Used Amtrak Facilities and Relocation Costs 
(i) Amtrak will bear all costs of those solely used Amtrak 
facilities designated or reserved in Section 103(b) and 
Exhibit C, and of other solely used Amtrak facilities on the 
Fee Properties which may be added subsequently. 
(ii) In the event that NJ Transit requests Amtrak to move its

Interim Period - Amtrak and NJ Transit realize that an interim 
period will be required to effect an orderly transition in station 
maintenance responsibility. During this period, Amtrak will 
continue to be responsible for maintenance and will be reimbursed 
by NJ Transit for NJ Transit's share of such maintenance except 
that in the ease of Trenton, the current agreement covering 
maintenance shall continue in effect.

106. Individual Acquired Properties 


(a) General Property Conveyance Principles 
The property boundaries for individual Acquired Properties are 


established based upon the following principles: 


Generally, Amtrak will retain ownership of a standard 150 foot 
wide NEC right-of-way; however, in those instances where 
passenger station buildings encroach in whole or in part upon this 
width, Amtrak's retained right-of-way will be narrowed accordingly 
to permit NJ Transit to own the underlying land on which the 
buildings are located. Platforms within the right-of-way will be 
owned and controlled by NJ Transit and the underlying land will 
remain in the ownership of Amtrak with NJ Transit having 
appropriate easements for the use of such land for platform 
purposes. In a similar fashion, parking space which encroaches 
upon the right-of-way line will remain in the ownership of Amtrak 


with NJ Transit having an easement for such parking space.

ARTICLE II 


PRINCETON JUNCTION AGREEMENT 
201. Intent of Parties 

(a) Amtrak and NJ Transit hereby enter into an agreement (Princeton 
Junction Agreement) for the development of the entire Princeton 
Junetion Properties as identified herein in Exhibit D. Exhibit D 
encompasses all properties owned at Princeton Junction by NJ Transit 
and Amtrak, including air rights over these properties (Princeton 
Junction Properties). This Princeton Junction Agreement shall be duly 
‘recorded by Memorandum of Agreement in Mercer County, New Jersey, 
situs of the properties. 

(b) If in the future NJ Transit should conclude and Amtrak concur that 
joint development of the Princeton Junction Properties is not feasible 
or desirable, or that some disposition of the properties other than joint 
development offers the most feasible opportunity for maximizing the 
parties’ return on the Princeton Junction Properties consistent with the 
goals set forth in Section 202, the proceeds, however realized, from 
such other development or disposition shall be shared by the parties 
equally in consideration of the settlement evidenced by the Agreement; 
except that, in no event shall Amtrak share under this subsection in 
revenues received from the Princeton Junction Properties currently 
used or developed in the future for rail passenger service for so long as 
these properties continue to be used for such service. 

202. Goals 

The goals of this Princeton Junction Agreement shall be: to enhance public 

‘transportation facilities serving Princeton Junction, which facilities 

include the Princeton Dinky, NEC commuter and intercity rail services and 


bus services; to stimulate increased usage of these public transportation 
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facilities by cncouregement of commercial and other development 
particularly suited to intercity and commuter rail passenger interests and 
occupations; to generate additional revenues for both parties through the 
fullest possible commercial development of the property consistent with 
the parties' transportation needs; and to attract private initiative and 
capital to assist in these goals. 


General Provisions 

(a) Amtrak will convey to NJ Transit the property as delineated in Exhibit 
A-10. 

(b) The parties will immediately commence selection of a developer or 
developers of the Princeton Junction Properties, as set forth in 
Exhibit D, and will make a good faith effort to select such developer or 
developers within twelve (12) months of the execution of the 
Agreement, as more particularly set forth in Subsection (g) below. 

(c) Each party will receive from the developer or developers necessary 
rights for the protection of right-of-way, station properties, parking — 
needs, and other operating needs. 

(d) Development terms will include a complete listing of permitted uses 
acceptable to NJ Transit and Amtrak. 

(e) The development will be operated as a joint venture by NJ Transit and 
Amtrak or a wholly owned subsidiary of Amtrak, in which venture each 
party will be an equal partner. Either party will have a right of veto 
over development plans which unreasonably impinge upon areas needed 
for station, right-of-way, parking, or upon its other operating needs, or 
which violate the list of permissible uses under Subsection (d) above. 

(f) Net income from development of the Princeton Junction Properties will 
be shared by the parties equally. 

(g) The parties shall initiate development of the Princeton Junction 
Properties substantially as outlined below: 

1. Amtrak and NJ Transit agree that they will use their best efforts 
to promote the fullest possible development of the entire Princeton 
Junction Properties consistent with applicable federal and state 
law as well as the parties' legitimate operating needs and interesst. 

2. Upon execution of this Agreement, the parties agree to give 
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prompt and serious consideration to any and all development 

proposals which either party may have received to date. 

In the event none of those proposals are found acceptable, the 

parties agree that within six months of execution of this 

Agreement, they will solicit proposals for the development as a 

whole of the entire Princeton Junction Properties. 

The parties will endeavor to agree as to the best proposal received 

as a result of that solicitation, and they further agree that neither 

party will reject the proposal which they collectively agree is the 
best proposal except upon presentation in writing to the other of 
reasonable economic or operating grounds. 

If a development proposal is accepted which requires the developer 

to seek the elimination of restrictions on full development, such as 

height restrictions or other restrictive zoning ordinances, the 
parties agree to use their best efforts to support the elimination of 
those restrictions. 

NJ Transit shall keep the number of spaces now available for 

parking and the revenues received therefrom forever, regardless of 

joint development (current spaces). 

During the interim period prior to joint development, NJ Transit 

may, in a manner which does not diminish prospects for or value of 

joint development, construct additional rail passenger parking 
spaces (additional spaces) and retain all the revenues received 
therefrom. 

When joint development has occurred and non-rail parking resulting 

from development is taking place (new spaces), parking spaces and 

parking revenues on the Princeton Junction properties will be 
allocated as follows: 

A. All current spaces and revenues therefrom will remain with — 
NJ Transit, except as specified in D below. 

B. All revenues from new spaces shall be shared equally. 

Cc. Additional spaces required for joint development and 
revenues received therefrom shall be shared equally by the 
parties as new spaces. Additional spaces unaffected by joint 
development and the revenues received therefrom shall be 
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retained by NJ Transit. Spaces added from time to time as 
appropriate for use of rail passengers and independent of 
joint development and the revenues therefrom shall be 
retained by NJ Transit. 

D. If joint development requires use of any current spaces 
thereby diminishing NJ Transit's guarantee, the parties shall 
agree on other spaces, which collectively shall be of 
comparable revenue value, currently and prospectively, to 
go to NJ Transit to maintain the level of the guarantee. 

204. Failure to Undertake Development 
Failure of the parties to undertake a joint development of Princeton 
Junction as set forth in this Article shall not abrogate the remaining 
covenants and agreements set forth in the other Articles of this 
Agreement. 


ARTICLE Il 
NJ TRANSIT ACQUIRED EASEMENTS AT SECAUCUS AND KEARNY 
301 Secaucus Transfer and Connection 

(a) Amtrak will convey to NJ Transit an easement as delineated on the map 
attached hereto as Exhibit E-l for the purposes of construction, 
operation and maintenance of a transfer and/or connection facility at 
Secaucus, New Jersey. Consideration shall be predicated on the net 
liquidation value of the property previously established by USRA. 

(b) Amtrak reserves the right to review and approve the plans for 
construction or operation of those facilities which may have an impact 
on the NEC. Such review will follow the procedures set forth in Section 
103(e)(2). 

302. Kearny Connection 

(a) Amtrak will convey to NJ Transit an easement as delineated on the map 
attached hereto as Exhibit E-2 for the purposes of construction, 
operation and maintenance of a connection facility at Kearny, New 
Jersey. Consideration shall be predicated on net liquidation value of 
the property previously established by USRA. 

(b) Amtrak reserves the right to review and approve plans for construction 
or operation of those facilities which may have an impact on the NEC. 
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Such review will follow the procedures set forth in Section 103(e)(2). 


ARTICLE IV 


NJ TRANSIT ACQUIRED USE AND OCCUPANCY RIGHTS 


401 Sunnyside Yard, New York 
(a) Amtrak will continue to extend to NJ Transit the use, including ingress 


and egress, of appropriate portions of Sunnyside Yard as set forth - 
Exhibit F-1, for (1) maintenance of equipment used in NJ Transi! 
commuter passenger service, and (2) storage and staging of trains th 
originate and terminate out of Penn Station, New York City. Amtr 
also agrees to permit NJ Transit to expand such use, 80 long as space 

available and such proposed expansion does not interfere with Amtre 

current or anticipated intercity rail passenger operations. 

(b) NJ Transit will assume its portion of the costs related to maintair 
and operating this facility as agreed to by the parties or as established 
by a duly authorized third party such as the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

(c) Amtrak reserves the right to develop or dedicate to commercial or non- 
rail use those portions of Sunnyside Yard ‘not used or reasonably 
necessary for NJ Transit's commuter rail service as set forth in 
Subsection (a) above. ; 

402. Harrison Yard 

(a) Amtrak will grant to NJ Transit exclusive use and occupancy rights to 
property and facilities at Harrison, New Jersey as delineated in Exhibit 
F-2 annexed hereto and designated the Harrison (CNJ) Yard (CNJ 
Yard). 

(b) In consideration of the settlement evidenced by this Agreement and the 
use and occupancy of the CNJ Yard, NJ Transit will assume 
maintenance of way and facility expenses for the CNJ Yard. 


ARTICLE V. 
GENERAL PROVISIONS 
501 Claims for Personal In and Damage 


A. Amtrak will, without regard to negligence or fault, indemnify and hold 
NJ Transit harmless from arid against any and all claims for liability for 
personal injury, death or property damage by Amtrak employees arising 
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in the course of their employment and by ticketed Amtrak passengers 
whose claims arise as a result of an act or occurrence on the Acquired 
Properties. 

B. Each party will, without regard to negligence or fault, indemnify and 
hold the other harmless from and against any and all claims for liability 
for personal injury, death, or property damage by any person (other than 
employees or ticketed passengers of.a party) alleging injury or damage 
occurring on Acquired Properties maintained by that party as set forth 
iri Section 105. 

C. NJ Transit will, without regard to negligence or fault, indemnify and 
hold Amtrak harmless from and against any and all claims for liability 
for personal injury, death or property damage by NJ Transit employees 
arising in the course of their employment or by ticketed NJ Transit 
passengers whose claims arise as a result of an act or occurrence on the 
Acquired Properties. 

D. Each party agrees to provide the other prompt notice of all claims or 
suits wherein the other party is or may be liable under this indemnity 
provision. Each party agrees further to provide an indemnifying party 
full cooperation in the investigation of defense of any claim or suit 
covered herein. , 

502. Administrative Costs of Agreement 

Each party will bear costs incurred in settlement, administering and 

carrying out the provisions of the Agreement in accordance with the 

obligations set forth. Particularly, Amtrak will bear all costs of 
-preparation and delivery of deeds, deeds of easement and releases, 
transferal to NJ Transit of existing agreements and identification of 
existing wire and pipe occupancies. NJ Transit will continue to prepare 
maps and descriptions at its cost and will bear costs of recordation of 
documents in the State of New Jersey. 

503. Subject to Availability of Funds 

Pursuant to N.J.S.A. 27:25-17 all expenses incurred by Nd Transit shall be 

payable from funds available to the corporation therefor and no liability or 

obligation shall be incurred by the corporation beyond the extent to which 
monies are available. Furthermore, no debt or liability of the corporation 

shall be deemed or construed to create or constitute a debt, liability, or a 


& 
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loan or pledge of the credit of the State. In accordance with 
N.J.S.A. 27:25-17, all obligations of NJ Transit established by this 
Agreement which require expenditure of funds are subject to the 
availability of funds; provided, however, that in the event NJ Transit funds 
are not available to fund an obligation arising under a section of this 
Agreement, Amtrak will be relieved of any contractual obligation which 
would have arisen under that section. |

Entire Agreement and Severability 
This Agreement together with the Princeton Junction Agreement embodies 


the entire agreement between the parties. If any provision herein is 
invalid, it shall be considered deleted herefrom and shall not invalidate the 
remaining provisions. 

Modification 

This Agreement may be modified only by written agreement of the parties. 
Assignment 

A party to this Agreement shall not assign or otherwise permit transfer of 
this Agreement, or of the rights or obligations set forth herein, except as 
set forth herein or with the prior written approval of the other party. 
Special Court Actions - Stipulation and Withdrawal 

Within ninety (90) days of the execution of this Agreement, a stipulation 
will be presented to the Special Court that affirms the execution of this 


Agreement. The parties will subsequently advise the Court when Amtrak 
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has conveyed to NJ Transit by deed, deed of easement and other documents 


specified herein the properties identified in Articles I, I and IV of this 


‘Agreement. After conclusion of the final conveyance, Amtrak will 


withdraw its complaint against USRA with prejudice, and the parties will 
dismiss the other complaints and motions with prejudice. 

Non-Precedence 

It is agreed by the parties that determinations set forth herein shall not be 
interpreted as precedence for other agreements. 

Best Efforts and Good Faith 

The parties covenant that they have entered into this Agreement in a spirit 
of good faith and shall use their best efforts to promptly carry forth its 
provisions. Wherever in this Agreement the consent or approval of either 


party is required or where either party has a veto power over the action of 


‘the other, such approval shall not be unreasonably withheld and such veto 


power shall not be unreasonably exercised. 

Effective Date of Agreement 

The effective date of this Agreement shall be April 1, 1982 except where 
ped . 


otherwise provided in an Article or Section hereof.
